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ABSTRACT 

This study was undertaken to broaden the scope of 
the components of the "New Left" Scale, first developed by Christie 
et al. at Columbia College (1969), by including students from a U,S, 
university not known for its activism and responses given by a sample 
of Japanese college students. In short, (J, S, and Japanese students 
both agreed most that participatory democracy should be the basis of 
a new society and disagreed most that educational institutions should 
espouse political doctrines. Also, Japanese students combine trust in 
"nost people" with distrust of government and political opposition, 
reflecting perhaps the greater political activism of the group; 
whereas, U, S, students agreed more with statements which indicated a 
liberal or even non- poli tica 1 trust. Finally, Japanese students 
agreed that extensive reforms perpetuate social evils and that 
militant confrontation is reguired, whereas the u. S, sample put 
great faith in legal social authority as a vehicle for change. In 
both countries, different factors are apparent suggesting that New 
Left ideology may be nation specific, i,e, take on different forms 
depending on national tradition, (Authct/TA)

the nei.s media and bv people alike 0 Somehutf the tern has become idesv* 
tified with protest against university structure, anti -war marches and 
changed sexual normO^ Few serious studies have, however, been carried 
in order to understand the components of new left ideology ~ if these 
can be identified,. It would, however, appear that even if the terra 
is nebulous that there is a pattern to the arguraeros wnich have 
evolved over the last decade of struggle for peace and freedom e .

The purpose of this study was to broaden the scope of the study 
by including students from a university not particularly known for its 
activism and responses from a sample of Japanese college students* 

One desire was to do an item analysis on both sanples in order to 
assess the adequacy of the items selected from Columbia students * 
Secondly, a comparison between ?md Japanese studen s was found 
desirable to observe both differences and similarities in Now Left 
ideology between students in the two countries* 

Method 

The^Sa22^ eo ^^6 vnder graduate students haphazardly selected from 
Ortgon State University student body during Y/inter, 1970, and 11? under- 
graduate students from Sophia University and Perfect Liberty School of 
Foreign Language, Tokyo, enrolled approximately the 3arae time, partici •« 
pa ted in the study* No attempt w^3 made to include or exclude sex as 
a variable * 

New Left Ideolog y Scale o The 78 items from Chri3tia et* ale New 
Loft scale were administered (see appendix 1)* Each item had seven 
response categories from agree strongly to disagree strongly* 

Results and Discussion

sibility 0 Not surprising, but interesting, the Japanese students also 
agreed more that "traditions serve useful functions" * 

The item most agreed with in the U*S# sample was "real partici- 
patory democracy should be the basis for a new sooiety” ( ¥ 39 ) followed 
by "groups with & formal structure tend to stifle creativity" (#1*8) 
and the most disagreed with statements were "you learn more from ten 
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minutes in a political protest than from ten hours of research in a 
library* (# 32 ) and "educational institutions should espouse political 
doctrines" (#92 ) 0 The Japanese students also agreed most with #2 9 
followed by "traditions serve a useful, scoial function by providing 
stability and continue. ty" (#6h)i Tne most disagreed statements for 
the Japanese sample included also #52 followed by "if the structure of 
our society becomes non-repressive s peopie will be h^ppy !If (#*7)' In 
short, UoSo and Japanese students both agree most that participatory 
democracy should be the basis of a new society and disagreed most 
that educational institutions should espouse political doctrines o

Twelve of the fifteen iteas showed significant difference between 
the two countries. The direction of the differences showed that si* 
of the ueans were highest for the U.S. staple and six were highest for 
the Japanese sample. (1 though the pattern of differences between the 
two senples are not dear cut, It would appear that the statements which 



the Japanese students agreed most with reflect a "practical" Machia- 
vellianism ("clear cut pattern of leadership o»o n , "voting pragmatic eo"* 
eto<>) whereas the Machiavellianism in the U 0 S 0 sample is mainly of a 
"rugged - get ahead - individualism” type Cowmen won®t r-ork harden; 
try hardooo t tell people what they want to heai’o©©, A'isc to f latter© * -5)0 
If these items do in fact reflect Machiavellianism it would seem that 
different socialization processes produce different national "types" 
of Machiavellianism c 

The two most agreed with items for the IKS© sample were numbers 
12 and U9 and the most disagreed with items were numbers 33 and 22© 

The U*So students agreed "it is bet Ler to be humble and honest© ©©" 
and "beat to give real reasons » 0 »" and disagreed most with 1 next to 
health* morey is the cuoet important ©oc" and "most of our social problems

The results for "?£ust in Others", Christie et© al r 3o third factor* 
are shown in Table 3* 

Ten of the t values are significant and the direction of the 
differences is evenly split between the two ssnples with each countiy 
having highest mean values on five of the items© The results show 
that Japanese students coftkine trust in "most people" wi th distrust 
of government end political opposition* reflecting perhaps the greeter 
political eotivism of the group* The U©S« students agree more with 
statements which indicate a liberal or even non-politloal trust

In Table h results for the revolutionary tactics factor is shown* 

Ten of the sixteen items shew significant t values between the two 
countries* Six of these t values show Japan with the highest mean values* 
The differences between the two samples in taotios is apparent., IVhile 
the Japanese students agreed more that legitimate channels of reform 
must be exhausted, they also agreed that extensive reforms perpetuate 
social evils and that militant confrontation and action is required

It is interesting to note that 12 rseans out of 1*0 possible were 
agreed or disagreed mo3t with in both the U oS e and Japanese sanpleso 
This suggests a considerable overlap al 30 in New I.oft ideology in 
addition to the afore mentioned difference

Table 6 shows that Japan has significantly higher scores on five 
items and higher absolute socrea on U other items. These five items 
concern the unfairness, outmodedness and alienation produoing social 
structures and the need to confront authorities and establish revolu- 
tionary parties to combat the structure* Japanese students agree more 
with these items which is quite compatible with popular news reports of 
the greater activism of Japanese students » It suggests a greater concern 
of this Japanese student sample about social structural inadequacies and

Since we are dealing with a 7 point scale, the U»3c mean values 
indicate a somewhat to slight disagreement with ell the items except 
items 13 and 26 The strongest agreement is found for itan 13 
(destruction of inadequate social structure) and strongest disagree* 
ment for item 1U "disruption 5s preferable to dialogue for changing 
our society" o It is interesting to note that for both the UoS 0 and 
Japanese students #1U is most rejected and #13 most accepted® In 
fc'nort, both U«So and Japanese students agree teat outmoded structures 
should be changed but not by disruption® 

Item Analysis for the Tw> Samples 
Ihe item analysis indicates that only two iters, #39 and #hl 9 
are found in both countries among the ten items with the highest part- 
whole correlation* In short, there is relative little value in using 
the New Left items developed from item analysis in the U*S» since they 
are not the earns which contribute moat to the variance in the Japanese 
sample* Comparing Christie's et.al* 10 most discriminating items i&th 
the U*S« ample reported in this pep er two items overlap in both etudies

developed from one sample on a different population© Comparing the 
part-whole correlations reported by Christie eto al© with both the 
and Japanese sanqples reported in this study, it may be observed that 
the part-whole correlations reported for the latter tvo samples arc 
considerably lower© Some correlations are zero or approach zero© It 
would appear that a majority of these items do contribute to the totrJ. 
variance, but that additional testing is needed to develop a Hew Left 
scale which meets the requirements of internal consistency a nd can be 
applied internationally© (See Table 8, page 12©) 

A Factor Analysis of tho 78 Items 
A verlmax rotated analysis was carried out on the 78 New Left 
items separately for the tic countries© Hie result for the U,S© 
sample is shown in Table 9© 

The first factor concerns mainly a critique against the negative 
consequences of rigid structure© Bureaucracy prevents spontaneous 
living and produces self-alienation and lack of freedom 0 Only by 
detachment from formal ideology and contemporary society can man

The final and seventh factor is a "nixed" suspicion factor (lives are 
controlled by plots, political factions can f t cooperate and traditions 
are not useful)© This factor ie however complicated by the negative 
loading on #16 0 

The results of the factor analysis for the Japanese sample is shown 
in Table 10© The first factor Is named Anti-E3 tabllshment-A cti on * It 
combines anti-establishment attitudes with calls for revolutionary 
action and confrontation* Factor 2 it an Establishment (Capitalist) 
factor which combines money orientation, progress, legal authority and the 
status quo* The third factor is termed a Law and Order factor* It 
Indicates negative loadings on violence variables, ~hili having also 
positive loadings on status quo and legal, authority variables* The 
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fourth factor is named Traditional-Reactionary since there are positive 
loadings on supernatural powers, work hard, be humble and honest with 
negative loadings on voting and participatory democracy* The fifth 
factor loads mainly on variables reflective of cynicism and Machia- 
vellianism* As in the case of the U.S. data the factor is mixed in 
the sense that both positive and negative variables load negatively on 
the factor* The sixth factor is clearly a Cynicism factor which includes 
trust of "friends" with a distrust of people in general and a preference 
to flatter important people* The seventh factor is an a nti-structure 
(ri gidity) factor and the eighth is best termed a Revolutionary Tactics 
factor* 

Summary 

The results for the factor analysis of the New Left items for the 
two samples were not as clearcut as the results for the Christie et* 
al* a tudy o In both countries different factors are apparent suggesting 
that New Left ideology may be nation specific i.e* take or. different 
forms depending on national tradition* The factor analysis revealed 
however discemable trends which involve a critique of the established 
structure and tactics for change*
